firmed in the 
circuit and 
supreme 


courts, will commence his four year 
term in the Ohio Penitentiary Wednes- 
day, March 6. 


The prisoner, who by his various ex- 


periences and legal battles since the 
appointment of a receiver for 
the 


building association and the bank in- 
Etitution, has become known to nearly 
every reader of newspapers in Ohio 
and more 
particularly 
to 
Licking 


county people. 


Since the summer of 1904 the biggeat 


part of the life of the 
Lingafelter 


family has been spent in the courts. 
Five long and tedious trials have been 
lived through. Five times different 
members of the family have waited 
through ~the 'agonizing moments, yes, 
hours between the retirement of the 
juries and the time when they brought 
their verdict, which each time, was a 
conviction for the prisoner at the bar 


The aged banker surely 
can not 


claim injustice. Each case tried, that 
of the father, mother and son, was 
•practically substantiated by the testi- 
mony of the same witnesses. 
These 


witnesses told the same stories be- 
fore five different juries. Two of tnese 
juries were in Knox county, two in 
Licking, | one in Coshoeton. Yet the 
result was always the same and the 
foreman's reply will no doubt ring in 
the ears of the defendants for years. 


_ The refusal of the supreme court 


Tuelsday to consider 
the James F. 


Lingafelter case at all leaves nothing 
undone for tbe defendant. The state's 
highest tribunal has placed its stamp 


of approval upon the 
work of 
the 


Licking county court of conimcn pleas 
and the custody of the prisoner re- 
verts back to the local court. 


At the convenience of Sheriff lled- 


man, Clerk of Courts 
.T. W. Hursey 


will issue the committment papers 
and these will be placed in the hands 


of the sheiiff. 


Sueriff Redman stated Tuesday that 


this would probably be done Wednes- 


day, perhaps in the morning and per- 
haps not until the noon train.

fight against 
penitentiary 
imprison- 


ment nas ended and the two or three 
years of litigation has

naught. He must now serve his four

Estimated amount of the shortage iu the Newark Savings Bank 


and its twin institution, the Homestead Building Association, 
over 


$149,000. 


It took Expert Webber over four years to straighten the tangled 


bank books, he having commenced 3S months prior to the failure. 


This bank crash wrought untold hardship upon the poorer class- 


es of Newark, and resulted in one death, the suicide of Receiver and 
Director W. G. Taafel. 


The state proved forgeries against Cashier Lingafelter 
and his 


son, and convicted the cashier's wife for covering 
up 
the crooked 


transactions of her son. 


Robert Lingafelter, bank clerk, medical student and real estate 


agent, was a high roller. He spent money freely to gratify his sport- 
ing propensities, and his father cashed drafts upon the bank. 


The Lingafelters swore off the bench three judges for prejudice, 


including one who declared that he did not even know the defendants 
by sight. 


On a change of venue the male members were 
convicted in Mt. 


Vernon, and again in Newark. 
Ou a change of venue Mrs. Lingafel- 


ter was'found guilty at Coshoeton. 


Estimated cost to the state thus far, $5,000. 
Cleveland and Columbus handwriting experts figured in all the 


trials for both state and defense 


The elder Lingafelter manipulated the paid 
up certificate ac- 


counts, the son handled both paid up certficates 
and running stock 


in the building association, his mother covering up the son's forgeries. 


The family was indicted upon 128 counts for forgery, embezzle- 


ment, making false entries and stealing. 


The two institutions were run almost wholly by the Lingafelter 


family, who had things absolutely their own way. 


James F. took the stand in his own behalf at Mt. Vernon and 


practically convicted himself. 


All three when up for sentence, called upon God to witness a 


declaration of innocence. 


The elder Lingafelter, now »9, was a Civil war veteran at 17, 


became county recorder, county auditor, attorney 
at 
law, then a 


banker. 


The cashier was sober, industrious, economical, careful, and his 


son was just the opposite. -

EVIDENCE IN THAW CASE 


WAS PURELY TECHNICAL 


DYNAMITE EXPLODES 


Mt. Carmel, Pa., March 5.—Eleven

New York, March 5—Delmas 
de- 


feated Jerome in the first real duel of 
counsel in the trial o? Thaw today. 
Jerome had asked Alienist Wagner 
to repeat conversations between him- 
self and Thaw in the Tombs. 
Delmas 


objected on the previous 
ruling of 


the court that 
such 
conversations 


could be admitted ouly when it had 
been shown that the defendan was 
insane at the time of the conversa- 
tion. Jerome argued that it was an 
elementary rule of evidence 
that a 


condition once shown to exist was as- 
sumed to exist until the contrary was 
shown. 
Je'-onie said thai, under the 


evidence now in, 
the 
presumption 


was that the defendant was then in- 
sane and is still insane. He careful- 
ly avoided, however, saying whether 
or not this rule was his opinion, and 
Judge Fitzgerald sustained Delmas. 


Dr. Charies G. Wagner in his te=- 


tirnonv today stated positively tnat 
there was no evidence of epilepsy in 
Thaw, i This apparently 
closes the 


gate te/ one of Jerome's roads to Mat- 
ieawan, and was the most important 
point in the day's evidence. Tre bulk 
of testimony during 
the 
day 
was 


purely technical. 
The appearance of 


Mrs. 
Wm. Thaw is taken 
to mean 


that she is ready to go on the stand. 


New York, March 5.—Under cross- 


examination, Dr. Charles G. Wagner 
of Bingharaton, N. Y., who accompa- 
nied Dr. Evans on his visits to Harry 
Thaw in the Tombs, declared Thaw 
had irrational knowledge of what was 
transpiring on the roof garden. 
He 


believed the man's insanity dated from 
the time Evelyn Nesbit told him her 
story in Paris in 1903. Dr. Wagner 
created quite a stir in court by using 
the present tense in responding to a 
question by District Attorney Jerome 
as to what form of insanity Thaw "has 
or had." 
Dr. Wagner declared that 


Thaw "is suffering" from symptoms 
which lead toward a melancholic state 
and a state of dementia praecox. 
When asked to describe the latter 
phrase. Dr. Wanner said it covered 
such a wide field of dementia a5? to be 
difficult of strict definition. Dr. Wag- 
ner declared Thaw's condition of nind 


at the time of the shooting was the re- 
sult of one of the insanities of adoles- 
cence. He would not go further than 
this in an attempt to classify the 
exact form. 


The cross-examination of Dr. Brit- 


ton D. Evans was concluded, and 
the alienist left the witness stand 
subject to recall for re-direct examina- 
tion. The witness protected the inter 
ests of the defense quite keenlj 
throughout his cross-examination, and 
at all times appeared a match for the 
district attorney. Dr. Evans, how- 
ever, admitted that Thaw had an in- 
sane knowledge of what he was doing 
on Madison Square Roof Garden the 
night he shot and killed Stanford 
White. The New York statutes pro- 
vide, to be exempt from punishment 
for crime, an insane person must be 
so demented as not to know the na- 
ture or quality of his act cr to know 
that the act is wrong. 


In explaining Thaw's actions sub- 


sequent to the shooting—his qtii^t de- 
meanor, his directions as to what 
should be done with his wife and who 
should be sent for—Dr. Evans de- 
clared that as soon as the defendant 
shot Stanford White the brain storm 
subsided and his senses b^-gan to re- 
organize themselves, so that the man 
knew quite well what he was about. 
He also knew he was attacking Stan- 
ford White when he shot, Dr. Evans 
admitted, but the knowledge was that 
of an insane man and the act was the 
result of insane reasoning. 


Mrs. Wm. Thaw will likely be the 


next figure in the witness chair. With 
Mrs. Thaw's testimony in, the defense 
will practically have completed its 
case, and it seems likely that the 
state's case in rebuttal may be begun 
before the end of next week. 
* 


The district attorney again contin- 


ued his somewhat puzzling tactics. 
His questioning of Dr. Evans seemed 
to have the purpose of showing that 
Thaw never was insane to the extent 
contemplated by the criminal statutes 
of this state. Again, with Dr. Wag- 
ner, be pointed toward the same one 
at one time, and at another seemed 
desirous- of having Dr. Wagner admit 
that Thaw was suffering from forms 
of 
insanity which might not 
be 


curable.

THEIR BOOTY ESCAPED

STRAY BULLET BIT PERSON 


One Robber Armed With Two 44 Cal- 


iber Pistols Forced Delivery to 


a Second. 


Pittsburg, Kan., March 5.—Two ban- 


dits boarded a Missouri Pacific train 
Monday night and robbed the passen- 
gers. Lou Jeff, a colored miner em- 
ployed by the Central Coal and Coke 
company, was killed because he pro- 
tested, and W. L. Westlake of Toledo, 
O., who with his wife and two children 
had been visiting relatives in Kansas, 
was shot through the hand by a. stray 
shot that had been fired at the negro. 
There were few passengers on the 
train and the robbers secured only a 
little over. $100 cash and a few revolv- 
ers and watches. 


The men were disguised only with 


false mustaches. One was a tall man, 
weighing between ISO and 190, the 
other about 160 pounds. Both were 
dark 
complexioned and wore dark 


slouch hats and 'dark clothes. They 
boarded the train here at the station 
and began working the train as it 
passed the Kansas City Southern 
shops. They commenced at the smok- 
ing car and one walked ah.ead with a 
44-calibcT revolver in each hand and 
quietly asked the passengers to "shell 
out" 
to the man behind, who was 


closely following. They were not far 
behind the train auditor and followed 
him into the woman's coach. 


When the men came to Jeff in the 


woman's coach he pulled his revolver 
and took a shot at the foremost rob- 
ber, who shof twice at him. The first 
shot went wild and struck Westlake, 
but the second struck the negro in 
the head and killed him instantly. 
Thev then quietly made the auditor 
Bland and deliver and hurriedly left 
the train as it entered the yards at 
Cornell. The men escaped. 


Westlake. the wounded passenger, 


was taken to Liberal, where his hand 
was dressed by the local surgeon of 
the company.

Practically all of the pas- 
sengers were ?sleep and were hurled 
into the aisles in a contused heap.

wreckage, and is thought to be fatal- 
ly hurt.
